Picture, if you can, Hirkman as she 
waa when the first issue of this paper 
waa printed— a mere village of the 
early type— no railroad, no brick or 
sione buildinga. no electric lighta or 
any of ita modern improvementa.

inent in tbe country's history, were 
far from publicity at this time. Rail- 
roads then were barely more prac- 
tical than the airship is today. 



Seventeen of the present states were 
not in Uncle Sam's family. No one 
had ever dreamed of a civil war. and 
negro freedom was an unknown 
quantity. The hour-glass, spinning- 
wheel, flint-lock gun, tallow candle, 
log cabin, home-spun clothes and 
many other things popular during 
tbe Courier's infancy, havelong aince 
been forgotten. Phonographa, elec- 
tric lights and power, wireless tele- 
graphy, steel bull battleabipa, auto- 
mobilea and a tbouaand thinga of to- 
day were then bidden in the mya- 
tenea of the future. 

Then Tbe Courier was printed on 
a band press and in a manner now 
obsolete. Tour grandfather paid 
$2. 50 a year for bis Courier and it 
contained only 4 pages, 2 of which 
were printed in Cincinnati. Adver- 
tersing rates were 140 per quarter 
page with privilege of changing tbe 
copy once to three months." Had 
tbe circulation of tbe paper at that 
time been what it ia today, it would 
have required four hand preaaea and 
eight men in continuoua operation to 
get out the paper. Blank print pa- 
per coat about tbe aame aa it doea to- 
day, although modem machinery 
haa made tbe coat of production 80 
per cent leas. The paper trust waa 
not then known. All newapaper of-

The most important question lo be 
voted on at the November election 
is the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution, providing foritate Aid 
in building roads. Every progres- 
sive State in the union has granted 
States Aid tor Good Roads and the 
State which have been at it the 
longest are showing the greatest 
material development. Our Consti- 
tution prohibits State Aid and unless 
the people vote in November for the 
amendment we will continue to bring 
up the end of the procession in this 
important matter. No Slate needs 
State Aid more than Kentucky, be- 
cause of the great proverty of many 
sections which are not able to se- 
cure good roads without such Aid. 
Many counties in Kentucky have 
tieen made rich and. prosperous by 
the good roads built by the State 
before the adoption of the present 
constitution and many of them are 
poor because they have no good 
roads. K we have State Aid the 
rich counties will help the pauper 
counties as they do pow m helping 
the State Government maintain the 
school system. The great city of 
Louisville with over Mt* 000,000 
will help the remote sections of she 
State. The railroads and other 
large corporations will help. Every 
farmer in the State should vote for 
amendment as bal roads cost the 
farmers more than anybody else. 

There Is still another reason why 
the amendment should be adopted. 
There is peoding in Congress a bill 
granting government aid to roads. 
A provision of this measure is that

not became a law, but the sentiment 
is growing so atroog that there can 
be no doubt in a few years there will 
be government aid to roads. On 
ly those states which grant aid will 
become the benifkianes of the 
government money. Unless Ken- 
tucky adopts its good road constitu- 
tional amendment it will be placed 
so that it cannot get the benefit of it. 
We cannot afford this, so let us 
adopt the amendment and stand in 
line for our shart from Uncle Sam.
